Enormous strides were made in the field of sound. A 
method was perfected to locatc guns accurately by meas­ 
uring the detonation. 
Photographic methods were im­ 
proved ; the bureau soon contributed, among other instru­ 
ments, a lens that would enable airplanes to take pictures 
through fog. 
Almost overnight, without a change of its personnel, 
the Bureau of Standards was converted to military uses. 
Whereas 8.5 per cent of its work had been in the civilian 
field and only 1 5 per cent in fhe military, it was now 
booming along, 90 per cent military and 10 per cent 
civilian. 
It served as a producing plant as well as 
an experiment station. 
Among other prod­ 
ucts, 12 per cent of all thf optical glass used 
in the war was made at the bureau. 
Another re'^ult of Dr. Burgess’s tour, was 
the sending of a French commission to this 
country and the establishment of a system 
of exchanging scientific information between Europe and the 
United States. 
Vvhen the International .Aircraft Standards 
Bureau was estalilished by technical representatives of Can­ 
ada, France. Italy, the United Stat^^“- and Great Britain, 
Dr. Burgess was made a member.

object the unification of specifications and demands and 
paved the way to many valuable improvements in the field 
of aeronautical engineering. 


r r ^ H O S E were busy days for Dr. Burgess but, instead of

experiencing a slump when th? war ended, the work 
boomed along busily as ever, though th? pressure was 
not so great. 
Invention? and discoveries that had filled war 
needs could be adapted to commercial u^es and aviation re­ 
mained a lucrative field for scientifi" experimentation.

'if the war great progress had come. 
I here was, for instance, the eleo* 
tron tube, in Dr. Burgess’s opinion 
the most important war invention in 
the held of phy ics.

In the field of aviation, a whole 
new set of instruments was devel­ 
oped for Ijghter-than-air craft and

Being director of such a plant,

In addition to keep­ 
ing up v.ith all the work going on 
at the bureau, he must maintain 
active contact with other depart­ 
ments of the government and with 
leaders in the manufacturing and 
commercial world.

e is chairman of the Federal 
Specifications Board, which 
unifies the purchase specifi­ 
cations of everything the govern­ 
ment buys, except military supplies. 
He is chairman of the National 
Research Council, created by Pres­ 
ident Wilson to correlate scientific 
research during the war and con­ 
tinued since because of its 
usefulness. 
He serves as 
member 
of

and of the National A d ­ 
visory Committee on Aero­ 
nautics. 
He is chairman 
of

Screw 
Thread Commission set up 
by Congress to standardize

There arc 80-odd committees ot industrial men. technical 
experts in various fields, with which he keeps in touch. 


Dr. Burgess loves travel and, since his student 3ays, ha* 
made 10 or 11 trips to Europe on business and pleasure, 
or both. 
He keeps up with foreign research and is a mem­ 
ber of leading scientific societies in the U . S. and abroad.
